“There is a law against birth con- 
trol, but this discrimination is abdut 
the most effective birth control I 
know.

Perhaps if the law- 
makers could be made to see it in 
that light they might bestir them- 
selves. 

“My little girl said to Mayor Kiel, 
‘My mamma is very’ unfortunate 
‘cause she’s got me. She'll have to 
get rid of me, I guess.’ Last Sunday 
she started to cry when a door was 
shut on us.”’ 

A check of the want ad columns of 
“apartments wanted,” in a recent 
Sunday issue of the Post-Dispatch, 
shows that 28 couples made a bid for 
a place to live, setting forth as one 
of their quajifications that they were 
without children. Many of them, 
the ads specified, were young couples. 
Forty-three advertisers, with chil- 
dren, were seeking apartments. 

Of more than 500 advertisements 
offering flats and apartments for 
rent, about 10 per cent specified “no 
children” or ‘‘adults only.’”’ Im the 
other 90 per cent there were many 
one-room efficiency apartments in 
which a couple could not rear a 
child comfortably. 

Says Property Can Be Repaired. 

“Children are destructive, natural- 
ly,"’ Mrs. Guttman remarked. “But 
property can be repaired. My pam 
is naturally of a quiet dispositjon— 
the landlords of course don’t know 
that—but if she were boisterous and 
broke a window or scratched a wall 
I'd be more than willing to pay for 
repairs. Goodness knows, grown 
folks scratch floors and break win- 
dows sometimes, «too.” 

One landlady who refused Mrs. 
Guttman admittance with a child 
went so far as to express sorrow for 
her plight. “I have a daughter who 
is in the same fix you are. She's try- 
hing to find an apartment and nobody 
will let h@ in cause she has a little 
girl, too,” Mrs. Guttman quoted her.

Declines to Tell Federal Trade 
Commission of Extent of 
His Grain Transactions. 


By the Associated . Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—J. Ogden 
Armour again today refused to give 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which is investigating trading in 
wheat futures, the figures showing 
the extent of his grain trading in 
1920, 1921 and the early months of 
1922. Armour, on the stand Wednes- 
day, had. refused to give details of 
his grain transaction and was ex- 
cused until today. 

Victor Murdock and other mem- 
bers of the commission tried in vain- 
to shake the decision ,of ‘the .wit- 
ness. Finally Murdock, vice. chair- 
man of the commission, .excused Ar- 
mour and said the commission would 
decide later what it might do in the 
situation. 

In hearings in the.East as well as 
thus far in the inquiry conducted 
here, Murdock said, the commission 
had been able to obtain from every 
witness, éxcept Armour, such infor- 
mation as it sought. 

Commissioner John F. Nugent, af 
well as Mutfdock, took a hand at 
questioning Armour. 

“Are you alone the only man un- 
willing to give the commission these 
figures?" Nugent asked. 

‘“T must decline to answer, 
mour said. 

“Of all the witnesses you are the 
only man who-has refused to an- 
swer,” Nugent continued. “Shall we 
report that to the, Senate?’”’ 

“I don’t believe I have anything to 
do with that,” the witness replied. 

Witnesses yesterday, among them 
Arthur W. Cutten, one of Chicago's 
heaviest traders on the grain mar- 
yet, testified that large elevator in- 
terests, including the Armour Grain 
Co, and,the Rosenbaum Grain Co., 
were “short” of the market last 
May, were principal benefiters of 
the wheat break from $1.46 to $1.16 
and were responsible for the emer- 
gency car delivery rule; which com- 
pelled traders on the “long” end to 
sell at a loss. 

George E. Marcy, president of the 
Armour Grain Co., had testified that 
the rule, permitting the delivery of 
grain in cars on.track instead of in 
elevators, was invoked because all 
elevators were filled to overflowing 
and there was no storage room left. 

Cutten said one thing that con- 
vinced him the rule was invoked to 
please elevator interests that were 
“short” was the fact that there were 
7800 cars of wheat on the tracks in 
Chicago at the time, while there 
were only about 800 cars of other 
grains. Between 8,000,000 and 10,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat were on

It is planned first to serve long-

Meramec over Grand, about five and 
a half miles. This district is one-haif 
to one mile from the Bellefontaine 
line and, like the Lindenwood dis- 
trict, is thickly populated. 

Perkins has conferred with the 
Board of Public Service on this proj- 
ect and ha& the opinion of the board 
thap residents of the two districts 
would appreciate such’ service in 
view of the faet that the company's 
receiver is not allowed by the Fed- 
eral Court to make extensions of car 
lines during the receivership. 

Buses to Seat 25 Persons. 

What the fare will be has not been 
determined, but Perkins said he b2- 
lieved it would be 10 cents from the 
two districts, with a free transfer to 
the regular lines and a charge of 
8 cents for a transfer from the reg- 
ular lines to the bus Nnes. ' 

While in Chicago recently, Per. 
kins and Receiver Wells inspected 
motor buses of various types, and 
have decided that a bus without up- 
per deck, seating about 25 persons, 
would be the best type. 

Perkins has not decided when he

Under “positive” obstacles to en- 
foreement of the Volstead act Na- 
tions listed “organized obstruction. 
not only by liquor and allied inter- 
ests, but by the press.”

STUDY SHOWS HEATING 
PREVENTS BUTULISM 


| Result of Exhaustive Research 
| Over Period of Several Years 
Made Known. 


—— 


| By the Associated Press. | 
| WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—An ex- | 


'haustive investigation over a period | 
of several years by the medical 
schools of Harvard, the University 
of California and Stamford Univer- 
sity, in co-operation with the United 
| States Public Health Service, has 
determined that the food poisoning — 
‘known as botulism may be avoided 
by the proper amount of heating, it | 
is announced by the National Can- | 
/ners’ Association, at whose request | 
_the investigation was undertaken. | 
| A report made to the Board of | 
‘| Directors of the association in Wash- | 
ington declared that the research 
has proved that “all canned foods, 
»| whether prepared at home or in a 
large factory, are safe if heated for | 
_the time that has been scientifically | 
determined.” | 

“This research work,” it was 
stated, “has occupied 30 scientific 
men with a corps of helpers since 
the sensational botulism outbreak in 
1919, but as a result of the investiga- 
tion, botulism is no longer a mys- 
|tery, for it has finally been con- 
'quered by heat.” . 
| Influence of Heat Studied. 

“The only means of sterilizing 
‘canned food is by heat.” it was 
added. “After the can ts sealed, the 
proper d@pplication of heat destroys 
the bacteria that grow on all fresh 
food. Tn order to make*canned food 
safe, it was necessary to learn the 
exact amount of heat necessarv to 
kill botulism in every kind of food. 
The influence of heat was studied 
under all possible conditions. In 
securing data from which conclu- 
sions were drawn, something like 
190,000 specimens were heated and 
studied in detail. 

“Sausages were formerly supposed 
to be the chief source of botulism, 
but it is now known that botulinus 
exists everywhere in nature and that 
its natural home is tn the soil. Over | 
2000 samples of soil and other aert- | 
cultural products, such as hay, husks. 
leaves and discarded material from | 
fruits and vegetables from different 
parts of the United States were ex- | 
amined. A large number of sam-| 
‘ples were also examined from 
Alaska, Hawaii, Canada, Belgium, | 
Holland, Denmark, England, Switz- 
erland and China. | 

Where Botulinus Is Found. 

“It is found in the greatest abun-| 
Gance in soil that has never been 
| cultivated, especially at high : altt- 
‘tudes. The organism becomes less 
,abundant as soi] is cultivated and is 
found to the least extent in soils 
| that have been subjected to intensive 

| cultivation. | 
| “Even tn older cultivated regions, | 
| however, botulinus has not 
| peared from the soil.

“Edmund Burke died 125 years 
ago.

IN ADDRESS BY RADIO 


Physician Speaking From K S D 
Station Tells How to Con- 
trol This Disease. 


What diphtheria is, how it is 
caused and how it may be controlled 
was told in an address by radiophone 
from Station K 8S D last night by 
Dr. Phelps G. Hurford of 8t. Louis. 
Twelve thousand persons, approxi- 
mately, die of diphtheria every year 
in the United States, Dr. Hurford 


said. The majority of these are chil- 
dren and most of them are from 2 
to 5 years cf age. The disease is 
very contagious, but after years of 
experimentation a method of con- 
trolling it has been found, he said. 

“About 30 years ago two scientists, 
one a German, the other a Japanese, 
discovered how to immunize an in- 
dividual against diphtheria,” said Dr. 
Hurford. ‘This was the beginning 
of the antitoxin treatment. After 
years of experimentation with ani- 
mals this antitoxin was tried on hu- 
man beings and it was found to be 
successful. Now we know that if a 
child is given a sufficient dose of 
diphtheria antitoxin on the first day 
of the disease, it will recover. Of 
course, there are exceptions to all 
rules, and some cases of diphtheria |? 
are so exceedingly severe that a child 
might die, even if the antitoxin were 
injected the first day. But prac- 
tically 100 per cent of all cases will 
recover if they get the remedy the 
first day. With the advent of anti- 
toxin the death rate from diphtheria 
has fallen from 40 per cent to 15 
per cent.” 

Describes Schick Test. 

In speaking of the method of con- 
trolling diphtheria, Dr. Hurford de- 
scribed the Schick test, by which the 
susceptibility of a person to diph- 
theria can be determined. He alse 
described the method of immunizing 
children and declared it is both a 
simple and harmless means of con- 
trolling the disease. In St. Louis, he 
said, the Health Department, co- 
operating with the School Board, will 
administer the treatment free, and 
already about 13,000 children have 
been inoculated. 

“Tf every child In this country were 
given these inoculations,” said Dr. 
Hurford, “diphtheria would become 
a thing of the past. That is almost 
too much to hope for, but some of 
us are doing all we can to urges 
parents to have their children im- 
munized and thus banish the fear 
of Giphtheria from their minds.”

A BODY BLOW TO JAZZ 
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TEACHING CHILDREN GOOD MUSIC 
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Professor McKeever Cites an Instance Showing One 
Way to Elevate Youthful Minds.

self taken advanced training in 

grand opera has devised a aew 
scheme for teaching the young to 
appreciate the better class of music. 
She conducts classes of young peo- 
ple, a score or more at one time, 
through a regular course in grand 
opera interpretation, and she finds 
that adolescent young people are tha 
most apt of learners, 


It is useless to try to change a 
youth’s musica] taste by scolding nim 
or by denouncing the music you wish 
him to reject. Teach him, step »y 
step, how to appreciate the good and 
he will to the same degree lose his 
interest in the bad. Jazz and grand 
opera are utterly incongruous. If 
you love the one you will naturally 
despise the other. Thus the young 
musical philosopher has liaid the 
foundation for her very significant 
work. 


The method, after all, is a Very 
simple one; that is, to organize a 
class in musical interpretation and 
to charge a small tuition fee. The 
parents enter into the arrangement 
precisely as they do in placing their 
child out for piano instruction. But 
the purpose is very different, 


Here the young teacher uses the 
phonograph. Selecting one of the 
easier grand opera pieces, she first 
sketches the life of the singer and 
then interprets the theme of the 
particular number to be played. By 
directing the imagination of the 
learners as to what to visualize, 
what to listen for, what feelings to 
expect, she brings them into what 
she calls the “atmosphere” of the 
piece, and at the same time she 
leads their minds and emotions into 
what she calls the “correct musical 
mood.” 


It all seems to be so easy, after 
you give attention for a half hour to 
a demonstration of the new method. 

The teacher made the claim that all 
classes of children, whether they can 
learn to play an instrument or not, 
are easily led into a high degree of 
appreciation of classical music. What 
is more, she seemed to be making 
good on her claim, as every member

of her group of 20 was giving rap. 
attention. 


“I try to make the great musicians 
seem to be present as the persona! 
friends and spiritual companions wf 
my pupils,” said the clever young 
music instructor. “Caruso, Farrar, 
Galli-Curci and their class, will con- 
tinue to exert a far greater influ- 
ence ‘over the conduct of these 
young people than will the majority 
of the neighbors among whom they 
are growing up. The effect is per- 
manent. The classic enters into the 
heart of appreciation there to stay, 
and the jazz goes out forever, 
through the back door of disgust.” 

It would be a splendid thing for 
the country at large if every neigh- 
bor of young people could have pre- 
cisely the same course of music in- 
terpretation as that described above. 
Let us hope that hundreds of young 
women of interpretative musica] tal- 
ent will take on the delightful and 
effective work of giving the lessons.
